Jean Casimir Perler, ex-President of the French 
Republic, is one of the chief witnesses in 
Dreyfus case. His sudden resignation of the Pres- 
idency in 1805, not long after the beginning of 
the Drevfes agitation, has not been explained. One 
explanation is that, upon receiving an antograph 
letter from Emperor William of Germany, pledz- 
ing the honor of the imperial writer as to threinno- 
cence of Capt. Dreyfus, and indicating the real 
eulprit, President Casimir-Perler resigned because 
he would not, as an hworable man, be a party 
to the Dreyfus persecution. Another and a more 
recent version of the affair is that, in December, 
1804, Count von Munster, the German Ambassa- 
dor, sent by a especial courier a detailed report of 
the Dreyfus case. This was intercepted and pho- 
tographed at the French frontier, and the fact 
became known to the jiuformation bureau at Ber- 
lin. Count von Munster was forthwith

The moral situation of the forces engaged 
reminds one of the armies of the French 
revolution and those they had to fight. 

The Dreyfusites have the brains, the 
forward impulse, the dash and the flexib1!- 
ity. At the same time they are raw re- 
cruits, gathered spormtaneously from the 
four points of the compass. Hatred of the 
military caste, and, it may be, the secret 
hone of rewards have made them hoino- 
geneous. 

The Nationalists have social and other 
prestige, numbers and organization. Their 
center is composed of the majority of 
Frenchmen and French women. heir left 
wing is formed of 22,000 officers, and their 
right wing consists of the church. .- All pro- 
fess respect for legality, but only from the 
lips out. 

One side is just as unscruplous as the 
other, but the moet active and less numer- 
ous side does reaily fight for the cause of 
humanity, justice and truth. The Drey- 
fusites have, at any rate, won belligerent 
rights, and they are sure of the friendly 
neutrality of the government. 

Their adverscries can no longer make use 
of the rope that hung Pickard, or the razor 
that cut Henry’s throat. The Minister of 
War could rot, if he wanted to, read a 
forged document in Parliament. t is im- 
possible now to etuff the dossier with fa- 
Jles fit for Mcther Goose's Tales, but or- 
ganization, numbers, prestige and wealth 
mean staying power.

PREDICTION OF WAR. 


Clemenceau Says Revolution Would 
Follow Dreyfus’ Conviction. 
PARIS, Aug. 14.—Clemenceau- predicts 
that a revolution would follow the cunvic- 
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will free Dreyfus, not as an example of jus- 
tice, but as an illustration of commercial protec- 
tion. 

From my viewpoint, the prosecution will not at- 
tempt to prove that Dreyfus wrote the incrimin- 
ating bordereau. It has dropped that tack al- 
ready. Practically, it has admitted Dreyfus’ inno- 
cence by claiming that Esterhazy wrote the docu- 
inent; but tn justice to hia enemies it will try 
to prove that he gave Esterhazy the facts to 
put in it. 

This is the French fashion of proving a man 
guilty of murder, not because he actually commit- 
ted the erime, but because he was capable of com- 
mitting it. In France motives for crime § are 
secondary. Little effort is made to establish them. 
and in Capt. Dreyfus’ case his enemies claim that 
he committed the erime first and had the motive 


for it after it. Usually men have some kind of 
motive for erime before they commit the deed. 
Capt. Dreyfus is not credited by his enemies 


with any motive before his alleged crime was com- 
mitted. Now they are trying to convince the 
world that the man who did write the bordereau 
had a motive, which he borrowed from Drey- 
n of words, Dreyfus, in the alleged at- 
titude of the tender of the motive, is being tried 
not on a charge of treason against his country, 
but for lending motives. 

The procedure is farcical, and has a beautiful 
psychological stndy in it. It will bring but one 
resuit—the freedom of Dreyfus and his restoration 
to hia rank in the army. Anti-Semitism in France 
will receive a death blow when the result arrives. 
No one will be punished. The nation wants peace, 
and there will be peace.

RUIN IN GUADELOUPE. 


Fifty Deaths and 280 Persons Injured 
in One Town. 


POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, Aug 14.

DIES OF BURNS, 


Once Beautiful and Famous, 
She Became an Uuteast 


WAS FOUND IN CHARRED GRASS. 


WPOLICE LOOK FOR THE MAN LAST 
SEEN WITH HER. 


The Woman Was a Favorite on the 
Stage With Her Sister a Decade 
Ago and Was Married to R. 

G. Ingersoll’s Secretary. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Jennle Worrell, 
the actress, who was found Tuesday badly 
burned, at Coney Island, lies dead at the 
Kings County Hospital. 

It was a great fire which swept the flats 
near Coney Island. The flames and smoke 
aitracted the attention of hundreds of pas- 
Sengers on the elevated and surface rail- 
poads. It seemed a veritable prairie fire. 
eaping over the dry and withered grass 
like the wind, and darting from bank to 
bank of the little creek. 

Amid it all some one thought he saw the 
form of a woman tottering to her feet and 
throwing her hands on high. Her ragged 
earments were biazing, her face white as 
Then 
the flames burned more furiously, the 
smoke closed in and the figure disappeared.

It must have been a dream, he decided 
afterward—ithe sight of a face like that in 
the bed of burning embers—but he could 
not drive the thought from his mind.

It will probably never be known how the 
once famous Jennie Worrell came to be in 
the salt meadows, or how the sapless rushes 
caught fire. No longer a personage, no 
longer bewitching, she had been seen at 
\Coney Isiand during the summer. Drink, 
which had blurred the delicacy of her feat- 
ures, dulled her sensibilities to the sadness 
of her fall. 

This makes it easy to conjecture that she 
wandered into the marshes unobserved 
when in no condition to know or care 
whither ehe was bound. As for the fire. 
4t was Only her presence there that made 
dt remarkable. She may have caused it her- 
self, however. She smoked cigarettes, and 
‘§t ia not unlikely that she carried matches. 
One might even conceive her delibera ely 
setting fire to the whispering reeds in a 
moment of self-disgmust or rage against fate. 
She was alone in the wor.d, for the 
ter who shared her fame had died under 
Melancholy circumetances.

Hut that is all we would 
admit then or will admit now. 

“I will say this, though, and that Its, 
that 1 never had a more successful trip 
in all my life and that I am delighted 
with the prospects of the new assocla- 
tion, not only in Chicago but elsewhere. 

“Our meeting was entirely satisfactory 
and it proved just what I have said all 
along and that is, that completing our 
circuit will not be one-half as difficult a 
matter as disposing of the clubs that want 
to join our organization but that we have 
no room for.”’

“Was the Chicago chub matter the thing 
that took you to that city?’ Mr. Schaefer 
was asked. 

“Not altogether,” was the reply.: “We 
went there to confer with others who are 
interested in the entire organization and 
at the same time, of course, to confer with 
those at the back of the new Chicago 
club. 

“From all directions we received flat- 
tering reports of the progress being made 
in the way of organizing the clubs in our 
respective cities, and of all the points 
heard from no field looked more open nor 
inviting than that at Chicago and 8t 
Louis. :

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WHAT HE SAW ON HIS JOURNEY 
IN THE WEST. 


California’s Universities, Oregon’s 
Cities, Washingtcn’s Scenery and 
the Rocky Mountain Sights. 


Prof. F. Louis Soldan, Superintendent of 
Public Schools, has recently returned from 
a far West trip, in the course of which 
he visited many points of 
some HNttle-known spots. A large part of 
the time he was in company with Prof. 
Ben Blewett, the assistant superintendent, 
amd they traveled quite extensively after 
the close of the educational convention at 
los Angeles. 

Prof. Soldan’s first stopping point after 
he left Los Angeles was San Francisco. 


“I did not spend much time there,”’ said 
the professor, “but did visit the two 
great universities, adjacent to the city—Le- 
land Stanford, Jr., at Palo Alto and the 
State University at Berkeley. Stanford, as 
far as the exterior is concerned, is a mag- 
nificent institution. Laid out in quad- 
rangle, the four sides being formed by im- 
posing buildings, the sight is most impres- 
sive and the grounds are very beautiful. 
The spot is an ideal one for a school, the 
climate being delightful and the surround- 
ing scenery being a source of constant in- 
terest. : 

“By external comparison the State Col- 
lege is far outshone by its more southern 
rival. Benjamin Ide Wheeler of Cornell 
was recently elected to its presidency, how- 
ever, and this, combined with Mrs. Phoebe 
Hearet’s expressed intention of spending 
$10,000,000 on the rounds and buildings 
alone, will give California another institu- 
tion, which will shortly be second to none. 

“The presence of these two great seats of 
learning has a most beneficial effect upon 
the school systems of the Western coun- 
try. Neighboring untversities always have. 
The curriculum of the schools is so laid 
out that a pupil passes from one grade io 
the other and finally to college in succes- 
sive steps. The location of the colleges 
has given the coast complete scholastic in- 
dependence of the Kast. There all the rest 
of the country looks for its higher educa- 
tion and this ds true as well of the busl- 
ness and social worlds. California, some 
one said, is so far west that one doesn’t 
think of it that way, and it is quite true. 
They are depeudent upon no other part of 
the country out there; they themselves sat- 
isfy all their needs. 

“After having viewed with pleasure the 
beauty and cleanliness of San Francisco 
I left for Portland, Ore., where I had not 
boen for ten years. The West is a coun- 
try of m cent distances and, though 
San Fr is in the northern part of 
California, and I wished to travel only 
in the adjoining State, the trip occupied 
thirty-eix hours. It was along the valley of 
the ‘iNamette River and the foresta, 
which exist in greatest prufusion were as 
dense as those of a more tropical clime. 
We passed the famous Shasta Mountain, of 
voicanic origin, which towers up to an 
enormous height and which remains in 
sight for more than a day, so clear is the 
atmosphere, and so tall the mountain. 

“Portland I found much changed. It was 
no longer the insignificant town had 
known, but a city of 100,00 population, 
with buildings, public and private, that 
would grace even New Yo The High 
School Building, an architectural gem, 
which hai only recently been finished, was 
already inadequate for the demands and 
a new one will shortly be constructed. 

“From land to Seattle, Wash., the 
trip took but five hours through a ooun- 
try that looked as if man had never set his 
foot there. One unbroken line of mountains 
on both sides presented itself, which con- 
tinued until we were directly in Seattle. 
This city, on Puget Sound, is ite an im- 
portant seaport and from its situation en- 
ad Ay commercial advantages that cannot 
fa to make it a metropolis m the near fut- 


Seattle, we took the Canadian 

Pacific to reach the place I wished to 
This line runs through British Colum 
along the aes Fraser River, which is very 
wide and deep. At first the scenery, while 
impressive, Was no more than had already 
been seen. But soon, when the spurs of 
the es were reached, oonditions 
changed. For mijes and miles not a single 
sign of habitation was to be seen. Occa- 
sionally a little green t containing two 
or three graves, carefully marked with 
white “yf would be passed—pathetic re- 
minders o e unfortunates who lost their 
lives in tho search for gold which is con- 
stantiy going on out there. Once in a while 
we fe - pass these seekers after wealth 
‘panning’ some small stream. But the re- 

sults are never dazziing. 

The farther in the mountains the train 
ed, the more magnificent were tle 
sighta beheld. No other place in the world 
oan rival thie for its scenery. The snow- 
capped Rockies etretching away as far as 
the eye could reach, presented a sight of 
rugged grandeur that commanded a rev- 
erential awe. And the canon of the Fraser 
River, which we followed for a time, pre- 
sented quite as wonderful a spectacle. For 
32 hours the trip lasted, until the train 
reached Banff, a little place, English, de- 
mpite its French name, in the province cf 


a. 
‘It ie in the Canadian National Park, 
modeled after our own Yellowstone Park, 
but not as large, We had passed on our 
trip numerous glaciers and the celebrated 
Selkirks and Mount Stephens. The latter 
was still visible from Banff, which is situ- 
ated dtrectly in the heart of the Rockies. 
“I stayed there one week, which I put 
in in making long foot tours to all] the 
surrounding points of interest. It was a 
ngiy week and one that will ever live 
n my memory. And then, as my time was 
drawing to a close, I again took the train, 
this time wi Minneapolis as my termina- 
tion, I did not stay there long, but I had 
an opportunity to see and admire their 
new public Mbrary, which is an art gal- 
lery as well, and a most beautiful and 
valuable addition to the city. 
“From there I came back to St. Louis to 
et things in readiness for the opening of 
he oals, Go thoroughly enjoyable was 
my that I am eager to repeat it.”’

A DELUGE OF MILK

‘CURIOUS SCENE RESULTS FROM 


AN AOCIDENT. 


TWO DAIRY WAGONS COLLIDED. 


The Contents of Their Cans Filled the 
Gutters and Small Boys Filled 
Many a Pitcher. 


‘Leffingwell avenue, between Dickson and 
Thomas etreets, was flooded with milk Sun- 
day morning. The white deluge covered the 
street for half a block, and many a family 
in the neighborhood got milk without pay- 
ment of tickets or coin. The situation 


seemed funny after it was over, although 
while events were transpiring onlookers 
were horrified at the prospect of a tragedy. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock wagon No. 10 
of the Union Dairy Co. was standing on the 
west side of Leffingwell avenue, at the 
mouth of the alley, between Dickson and 
Thomas streets. The driver had gone up 
the alley to deliver milk. Rain was falling 
heavily and the gutters were running ankle 
deep. 

Somewhere on Dayton atreet the two 
horses attached to wagon No. 6 of the 
Silver Spring nap = 4 Co. had become fright- 
ened while the driver was delivering milk 
by hand, 

They ran away and turned into Leffing- 
well avenue behind a car of the Northern 
Central Railway. 

The horses were big and powerful and 
were taking the heavily-laden wagon over 
the etreet at a terrific pace to the jangling 
tune of dancing milk cans. 

‘Midway between Dickson and Thomas 
streets the car slowed down for the curve. 
The frightened horses swerved ‘to the right 
to avoid the car, and, in doing so, threw the 
Silver Spring wagon against the Union 
Dairy wagon. 

Both wagons caromed and turned over. 
Instantly a flood of milk poured from the 
cans that had been pitched from each 
wagon, dyeing the flowing gutters white. 
It was a perfect deluge of milk. 

Both drivers hurried to the scene, un- 
hitched their horses and went to notify 
their offices of the mishap. 

The instant they disappeared the scene be- 
came alive with gemall boys. They came 
from every direction, carrying a varied as- 
sortment of buckets, pitchers, cans, cups 
and dippers. The overturned cans, because 
of their pecullar shape, had not discharged 
all their contents, but in the twinkling of 
an eve they were all emptied into the 
vesseis that the boys carried.

FOR HIS WIFE’S AFFECTION. 


HE TOOK POISON SUNDAY. 


In an Envelope With His Farewell 
Message Was Dr. Sommers’ 
Last Poem. 


Good-night, old world, good-by to all your joys, 
Your sorrows, pleasures, passions, pomps 
noise. 

I leave you for th’ eternal silence of the stars— 
The deafness of unbounded space, where bars 
No longer hold the soul in durance vile, 

Where naught can wound and nothing can defile.

his wife 

Dr. Northhelfer’s suicide was the result 
of an ill-fated love. He killed himself be- 
cause his wife left him. 

The separation, which occurred one year 
ago, is ascribed to the doctor’s own actions, 
Be that as it may, the love he felt for her 
made life without her use!ess and impossi- 
ble to the doctor, as is shown by the fol- 
lowing note left in the envelope with the 
poem: 

Dear Myra: I think you could have at least 
wrote me a few lines explaining why you stay 
away so long a time. But no, you were always 
guided by others, and I have had no control over 
you. A few lines would have obviated this. Now 
vou (and others) have that long-looked-for divorce, 
four husband, JULIUS NORTHHELFER. 


These are the other notes: 

Of all the agonies in life, that which is most 
poignant and harrowing, that, which for the time, 
must annihilate reason, and leaves our whole or- 
ganization one lacerated, mangled heart, is the 
conviction that we have been deceived where we 
Placed all the trust of love. The moment the 
anchor snaps the storm comes on, the stars vanish 
behind the clouds. 

You must not let your husband know what you 
do. You told me that your sister Lizzie told you 
that, and I think you have followed her advice 
these many years. Emil Giovinoni has the letter 
that she wrote and you must have given me 
Hail Columbia. 

Now you cap keep house for that widower if 
you wish. 

Dr. Northhelper’s wife is in Chicago. She 
went there two weeks ago on a visit with 
a relative. She was notified by telegraph 
of the suicide. 

Dr. Northhelfer was # years old. His 
home was destroyed by the tornado. His 
affairs were not prosperous since that 
time. He and ‘his wife separated by mu- 
tual agreement about one year ago, but 
Mrs. Northhelfer visited the doctor at his 
office frequently since the parting. - 

The doctor’s wife lived with her farhily 
at 1711 South Twelfth street. When she 
departed for Chicago she promised to write 
to the docter while away. The fact that 
he received no word from her seems to 
have brought the clHmax of suicide to 
his state of despondency. 

The docter’s mother, Mrs. Dora North- 
helfer, lives at 1806 Oregon avenue.

HO RIGHT TOHOLD HER 


GRACE MITCHELL TURNED LOOSE 
AFTER ARREST. 


DEPUTY SHERIFF 


Said to Have Confined Her Without 
Warrant of Law, Which Action 
He Must Explain. 


Deputy Sheriff James Halter is busily en- 
gaged trying to explain to his superior 
officer, Chief Deputy Sheriff Pohlman, why 
he arrested and locked up in jail one Grace 
Mitchell without warrant or authority. 

The arrest was made Saturday afternoon 
and Jailer Huebler turned the woman ]00s8¢6 
Sunday morning when he found that he had 
no authority for keeping her. 

Grace Mitchell is a negress, and was ar- 
rested some weeks ago on a charge of 
violating one of the city ordinances. She 
was sent to the Police Court and was re- 
leased on a bond eigned by Fritz Bothman, 
a keeper of a@ saloon near the Four Courts, 
When her case was called in the Police 
Court she did not respond and her bond 
was declared forfeited. 

A capias was issued at the request of tne 
bondsman, Instead of having a deputy 
marshall execute the me od and have the 
women put in the holdover, as is the law 
and the custom, Bothman employed Deputy 
Sheriff Halter, who found her at 1519 Pine 
street and led her to jail. The jail is for 
orisoners against whom State's warrant Nas 
Goan issued or for a person who has been 
convicted in one of the Criminai or Circuit 
Courts. Even if one be convicted in the 
Police Court, the judge is not authorized 
to pass a jail sentence. 

It was about 7 o’clock Saturday night 
that Halter took his prisoner to the Four 
Courts in triumph. He was not a little 
proud of tis capture and related with &a4 
gusto the battle that the negress gave him 
in an attempt to escape. This fight, ac- 
cording to the deputy sheriff, occurred on 
Twelfth etreet, in front of the City Hall. 
Halter was walking along with his prisoner 
when she suddenly drew a long and slender 
hatpin that held her sailor hat on her 
kinky head. She seized it firmly in her 
strong black hand and made a desperate 
lunge at her captor. : 

Had it not been for a Dutton on Halters 
vest, he said, he might have received a 
serious wound. As-it was the point of tlie 
hat pin struck the button and the slender 
piece of eteel snapped in two, not even 
making a ecratch on : 

The regular night chief guard at the jail 
was away on his vacation, and the acting 
chief guard, knowing Halter to be a depuiy 
sheriff and thinking he was authorized to 
act, locked the woman up.

ANTON RICHTS BADLY SLASHED 
BY WILLIAM RUSEKAUP. 


QUARREL OF LONG STANDING. 


The Men Met on the Street and Ex- 
changed Hot Words, Parted and 
Met Again With This Result. 


Enmity of long standing led to a serious 
encounter Sunday night between Anton 
Richts and William Ruskaup in which the 
former was stabbed and probably fatally 
wounded. 

Richts was cut nine times, the most ser- 


ious ‘wound being in the region of the ab- 
domen. He is now at the (ity Hospital. 
The attending physicians have small hope 
for his recovery. 

Ruskaup is 32 years old, while Richta Is 
only 18. oth have been employed by the 
Columbia Brewery Co., Twentieth and 
Madison streets. 

Soon after the affray Ruscaup was ar- 
rested at his home, 19803 Benton street. His 
right hand was bandaged and he stated 
to the police that during the altercation 
Richts had almost severed the thumb and 
forefinger of his left hand witha knife. No 
knife was found on ‘Richts when he was 
taken to the hospital and the weapon which 
Ruskaup used cannot be tfound., 

The police —- that Ruskaup inflicted
